Towns can now use this office to the fullest to cite the 
delinquent poll tax person for failing to pay his old age assistance and poll 
taxes IF THE JUSTICE DETERMINES THAT THE TAXPAYER IS 
DELINQUENT A LIEN IS IMPOSED ON HIS OR HER WAGES (subject to 
certain statuatory limitations) AND THE EMPLOYER IS REQUIRED TO 
WITHHOLD THAT AMOUNT AND PAY IT OVER TO THE TAX COLLECTOR. 
IF THE EMPLOYER FAILS TO COOPERATE HE BECOMES LIABLE FOR 
THE AMOUNT INVOLVED.

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SELECTMEN'S REPORT 

The calendar year of 1974 was, for the Town of Proctor, one of 
many challenges, due mainly to the unique economic conditions 
that prevailed. The beginning of the year started with the fuel 
shortage leaving the town at various times with a dangerously 
low supply in the event of an emergency. With the cooperation 
of the various department heads this was overcome. Next came 
the area of shortages and resultant inflationary costs. To 
budget a project accurately has become next to impossible, 
process changing almost on a daily basis. 

Regardless of these conditions, which incidentally will be 
present during the forseeable future, many projects and im- 
provements were made within the Town, the majority of these 
being accomplished by our own personnel and equipment. 

Much of the work was accomplished with the aid of Federal 
Revenue Sharing Funds, thus placing no additional local tax 
burden on the Town. It is felt that a precautionary word is in 
line here. Federal Revenue Sharing Funds are not ''free'' or 
''found'' money but a method by which tax money received by 
the Federal Government is re-funneled back to local governing 
bodies. In short it is our own money being returned and should 
be spent as such. 

As the areas and projects for which money was spent for 
during the past calendar year are well known to the citizens of 
Proctor it is felt that this report should deal with the future 
requirements and necessities of the Town of Proctor. 

Of these the two most important in the minds of your Select- 
men are the problems connected with obtaining a pure and 
adequate supply of water and the proper disposal of waste. Due 
to the heavily over-capacitated sewage system and the 
stringent anti-pollution laws, the Selectmen engaged the firm of 
Jennison Engineering Inc. to conduct a thor ou gh survey of t he 
sanitary system pr esently inexistencerTEis survey, conducted 
during the various seasons^fi^lighout the year will provide 
valuable information for future planning for possible capital 
expenditures. It is hoped that the final report will be received 
prior to the March Town Meeting so that the citizens of the 
Town may be informed as to the recommendations presented. 
It is, however, known that this study is TCqmreCpreviou^ the 
construction of a Secondary Sewage Treatment Plant which 
will be required within a few short years. Having gotten the 
sewage irvey under way the Selectmen then turned to the 
problems regarding the water supply and distribution. 
Although no firm conclusions have yet been reached, it is 
believed that although the supply is adequate there are 
problems on its distribution that must be solved. These facts 
are borne out that there are parts of the Town in which the 
pressure drops to near zero at various times. In addition to 
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being a nuisance to those families affected it is a serious con- 
dition in the event of a fire. For these reasons, as well as 
sanitation, we must correct and equalize the distribution of 
water. 

The citizens of Proctor must also look to the future in the area 
of growth and tax stabilization. We have, at present, a Planning 
Commission and a Zoning Board. These two groups were 
established to provide the orderly growth of the Town and 
upgrade the tax base. They can do neither without the 
cooperation of the Towns-people. The work conducted by these 
two groups is also closely allied with the two problems men- 
tioned previously in this report. 

In closing, the Selectmen wish to extend their thanks to all of 
the Municipal employees and their supervisors for their 
cooperation and aid during the past year. In addition a very 
special "thank you" to those unpaid people who served on the 
various committees during the year. 

Without their help our task would be much harder.

PROCTOR HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT REPORT 

This report of projects are far behind us as we read them, 
therefore we will show the cost of each project. We then will 
show future work to be completed if approved by you, the 
taxpayer. 

First we will show the cost of completed class three high- 
ways. 

1 — Patch St.; Install drainage, raise roadbed 18 inches, 
widened to 20 feet, apply two tack coats of asphalt $9,833.98 

2 — Garden St. ; Pave with V2 inch hot mix overlay $1,039.20 

3 — Field St.; Raise approach and pave with V2 inch hot mix 
overlay $1,191.44 

4 — Curtis St.; East end of street widened to improve grade, 
pave with V2 inch hot mix overlay $1,438.78 

5 _ Newton St. ; Pave with V2 inch hot mix overlay $ 654.23 

6 — Cliff St. ; Replacement of 140 ft. of culvert, pave complete 
area due to June 30, 1973 rains $2,986.93 

Class two Highways: 

1 — West Proctor Road paved from Meads Crossing north to 
Humphrey's Farm, level and pave with V2 inch hot mix 
overlay $6,964.12 
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Projects completed for the 1974-1975 season are as follows 
with their cost to be shown in next year's report: Center St., 
West St. Extension, Portion of Market St., North St., Park St., 
Chatterton Park, Chatterton Park Ext., Larson St. 

Future projects for the 1975-1976 season will find us con- 
tinuing the construction of Market St., Green Square, and Patch 
St. should receive a top coat of hot mix if at all possible. 

We would like to point out that anytime we do a complete 
reconstruction on a particular road we would advise you to 
install a new water line if it is an old line. 

Your Highway Department goals are to reconstruct any road 
that lacks sufficient base to withstand today's present vehicles. 

It would be well to mention the Pleasant St. underpass which 
has been impassable for our trucks for many years has been 
designed and constructed by the State of Vermont Bridge and 
Highway Dept. This route provides an outlet for the residents in 
the Pleasant St. area. 

The Main St. Road Project will go out for bids early in the 
Spring of 1975 and will take approximately three months to 
complete. 

We should all remember that m order to provide a decent 
road system we must provide the necessary funds expecially 
since the escalation of recent prices. Your continued support of 
our Highway Program has been appreciated and always shall 
be. 

The Highway Department wishes to thank the Board of 
Selectmen, State of Vermont Highway Department and the 
Townspeople for their co-operation during the past year.

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PLANNING COMMISSION REPORT 

This past year ended with a flurry of activity despite a rather 
slow start. Undertakings through June were minor and per- 
functory. In July, we made an effort to work with the School 
Board and Selectmen in developing a long-range economic plan 
for the Town. This **Capital Expenditures Plan'' is still being 
worked on. 

After the Town Hall episode in October, the Planning Com- 
mission received an added charge of ^'recommending" to the 
Selectmen what should be done with the Town Hall Lot once the 
building had been taken down. We have recommended to the 
Selectmen that after the building is demolished and the lot 
cleared, the land should be used as a public mini-park to hold it 
in the control of the Town until something more definite can be 
proposed for the '^downtown'' area. 

To assist us in our renewed planning work, we sent out a 
questionnaire in November to hopefully all the townspeople. 
There were about 70 returns out of approximately 600 
distributed. From a quick review of the questionnaire answers, 
it is apparent that most of the people would like the Town to 
work toward lowering the taxes. Every effort is being explored 
toward this end with the Selectmen and regional business 
leaders. 

We are also pursuing methods to better utilize the staff and 
expertise of the Rutland Regional Planning Commission to 
assist us in carrying out our projects, including procedures to 
obtain Federal aid to accomplish Town projects. 

This year also saw a resurgence in Planning Commission 
interest as we gained four new members, while losing only one.

We wish to remind all users of the Town Water and Sewer 
system that we shall continue the policy of the past regarding 
the maintenance of house services. The Town is not responsible 
for house services. It assumes responsibility for the water 
mains, the shut-off s at the main and the lead connecting pipe, 
but all services and maintenance from that point is the 
responsibility of the property owner, whether occurring in the 
road or on the owner's property. 

The Town is not responsible for the freezing of any service 
lines even when an emergency demands that the water be shut 
off or because of the lack of water. 

A similar policy is followed in the connection with the Sewer 
System. The Town maintains the main sewer but the property 
owners must maintain the individual house service line to the 
main sewer line. 

All new connections or repairs either at the water or sewer 
mains must be done under the supervision of the Water 
Superintendent and charges will be assessed for repairing road 
to its original condition. 

Persons planning new homes and desiring water must make 
application to the Selectmen for water connections. 

Water Rents are established on a yearly basis and are 
payable on a six month or twelve month basis, and are payable 
on occupancy or nonoccupancy. Property owners will be billed 
for tenant's water rent. 

Discontinuance of water services: 

This procedure is subject to closing the water valve at the 
main line. A minimum charge of $25.00 will be assessed for the 
suspension and resumption of water services. 

A deposit will be required for new connections, repairs and 
road damages.
